REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


To  the  citizens  of  Fitzwilliam,  the  School  Board  submit 
the  following  report : 

The  schools  during  the  past  year  compare  favorably  with 
those  of  former  years,  although  they  have  not  been  all  we 
could  wish. 

It  has  been  our  endeavor  to  secure  the  best  teachers  possi- 
ble at  the  price  we  could  pay.  It  is  difficult  to  get  the  ideal 
teacher.  We  have  had  some  of  peculiar  excellence,  but  the 
best  teacher  in  the  world  cannot  have  a  first-class  school  with- 
out the  co-operation  of  parents.  We  discover  a  spirit  of 
fiiult-finding  among  parents,  instead  of  the  sympathy  and  sup- 
port that  should  be  given  the  teachers.  Parents  are  apt  to 
think  their  children  are  always  right,  and  the  teacher  always 
wrong ;  as  an  old  teacher  once  said,  "  the  parent  sees  in  every 
son,  a  future  Washington  ;  in  every  goose,  a  swan  ;  "  and  it  is 
too  often  the  case  that  if  their  children  are  punished  for  any 
misdemeanor  they  take  the  child's  part,  thus  injuring  the 
school,  and  the  child  also.  Many  an  individual,  now  In  state 
prison,  took  the  first  step  in  the  course  that  led  him  there,  in 
the  violations  of  the  restraints  of  the  school  room,  sanctioned 
by  parental  authority. 

We  have  had  no  school  in  Nos.  2  and  1 1  during  the  past 
year.  Nos.  3  and  7  were  consolidated  in  the  Fall  and  Winter 
terms,  thus  giving  the  pupils  twenty-eight  weeks  of  schooling 
instead  of  twenty,  without  any  increase  of  expense. 

We  think  it  would  be  advisable  to  consolidate  still  further. 
The  tuition  of  each  scholar  in  some  of  our  schools  costs  more 
than   it  does  at  the   Murdock   high    school,    in   Winchendon, 


Can  we  aftbrd  to  maintain  these  small  schools  when  the 
scholars,  by  going  a  little  farther,  would  be  enabled  to  enjoy 
far  better  privileges  at  a  much  less  expense  ?  We  refer  this 
matter  to  your  careful  consideration.

Cheshire,  in  said  state,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs : 

fou  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall,  in  said 
FitzwiUiam,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  nine  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  : 

Article  1. — To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  agents, 
auditors,  committees  or  officers  heretofore  chosen. 

Art.  2. — To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

Art.  3. — To  raise  money  for  town  charges  and  determine 
the  amount. 

Art.  4. — To  raise  money  for  schooling,  and  determine  the 
amount. 

Art.  5  — To  raise  money  for  the  repair  of  highways  aad 
bridges,  and  determine  the  amount. 

Art.  6. — -To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  tlie  purchase  of  bf>oks  for  the 
town  library. 

Art.  7. — To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
.sum  of  money  not  exceeding  seventy-five  dollars  for  Memorial 
Day,  to  be  expended  by  the  G.  A.  R.  Post,  May  30th,  1894. 

Art.  8. — To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars to  repair  the  windows  in  school-house,  formeily  known  as 
District  No.  2. 

Art.  9. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  on  a  time  note  to  be  paid  in  ten  to 
twenty  years  without  taxing,  for  the  purpose  of  buying  a  stone 
crusher  and  running  the  same  ;  and  to  choose  a  committee  to  bor- 
row the  money  at  the  lowest  rate  possible,  and  to  purchase  the 
machine. 

Art.  10. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  stone 
crusher,  and  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  town,  fifteen  hundred 
dollars,  (f  1.500)  for  this  purpose. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  road 
iigent  to  purchase  crushed  stone  and  place  the  same  on  the  high- 
ways where  he  thinks  proper. 

Art.  12. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
]iriate  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  to  purchase  a  steam  fire 
i-ngine,  hose  carriage,  and  all  fixtures  to  complete  tlie  machine, 
the  same  to  be  kept  at  the  Depot  Village. 

Art.  13. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  the  Eagle 
Kngine  No.  1,  and  all  the  fixtures;  the  proceeds  to  be  used  to 
liuild  and  improve  school-houses  in  town. 

Art.  14. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  t,o  move  Eagle 
Engine  No.  1,  to  FitzwiUiam  depot,  providing  the  people  furnish 
a  suitable  house,  and  keep  the  same  in  good  condition,  free  of 
expense  to  the  town. 

Art.  15. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  convey  the  water  from  the  Town 
Spring,  so  called,  to  the  Town  House. 

Art.  10.- — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  recover  for  the  use  of  the  town  a  certain  lot  of  books,  the 
property  of  this  town  loaned  by  a  former  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  conditions  of  said  loan  not  having  been  fulfilled. 


Art.  17. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  reduce  the  salaries 
of  the  Board  of  Education  from  fifty  dollars  ($50),  each  the  sum 
they  now  receive  to  twenty-five  dollars  each  a  year  henceforth. 

Art.  18. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
sale  of  gravel  from  the  town  gravel  pits. 

Art.  19. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  give  the  free  use 
of  the  G.  A.  E.  Hall  to  the  FitzwiUiam  Economy  and  Order 
Association. 

Art.  20. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
free  use  of  the  Town  Halls  to  all  parties  and  societies  now  using 
the  same,  and  to  determine  the  price  per  meeting  for  the  use 
of  the  lower  hall. 

Art.  21. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  tax  the  FitzwiUiam 
Creamery,  unless  the  same  be  used   for  manufacturing  purposes. 

Art.  22. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  the  school- 
houses  Nos.  2,  8,  7,  and  11,  so-called  at  auction,  the  proceeds  t'l 
be  used  to  repair  the  school-houses  of  the  town. 

Art.  23. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  the  school- 
house  formerly  known  as  District  No.  8,  and  authorize  thi- 
Selectmen  to  sell  the  same  at  auction,  and  give  a  deed  of  same. 

Art.  24. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  the  tract 
of  land  north  of  the  new  school  building  at  the  depot  for  a  gravel 
pit,  and  to  pay  for  same  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury,  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

Art.  25. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  move  the  town 
scales  nearer  the  railroad  station  for  the  better  convenience  of 
coal  buyers  and  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  weigher. 

Art.  26. — To  see  if  the  town  will  provide  a  place  to  store 
the  town  road  machine,  carts  and  other  tools,  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  ($10iii 
for  the  same. 

Art.  27. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  abolish  the  town 
liquor  agency. 

Art.  28. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  license  one  oi- 
more  pool  tables. 

Art.  29. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  a  pool  table 
and  choose  by  ballot  an  agent  to  have  charge  of  same,  the  select- 
men to  determine  the  rental  per  game,  the  proceeds  to  be  applied 
to  repair  of  highways. 

Art.  30. — To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  road  agent  to 
purchase  four  horses  to  haol  the  road  machine. 

Art.  31. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  scenery 
for  Town  Hall,  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  dollars  ($25),  and  raise 
and  appropriate  the  same.

itself.  Popular  literature  largely  consists  of  fiction,  which  to 
a  certain  extent,  is  quite  wholesome.  Yet  as  mental  daily 
good,  year  in  and  year  out,  what  sort  of  mental  fibre  is  it 
likely  to  produce.'  The  statistics  of  circulating  liliraries  show 
that  "seventy-five  per  cent,  of  all  the  books  taken  out  are 
novels."  "■  A  librarv  for  the  general  public,  that  did  not  fur- 
nish them,  could  not  be  sustained  whatever  real  treasures  of 
knowledge  it  might  oH'er."  We  would  call  attention  to  book 
usage.  Man\-  are  brought  in  in  an  unnecessary  state  of  de- 
facement. Blank  leaves  scribbled  over,  bindings  loosened, 
and  otherAvise  defaced.

Art.  S.— Will  the  L()\yn  choose  b\'  liallot  a  superintendent 
of  highways  and  liridges,  wdio  shall  haye  full  charge  and 
management,  hire  and  pay  all  the  help  which  he  may  deem 
necessary  for  repairs  of  all  the  highvya\s  and  bridges  in  this 
town,  purchase  four  oxen  suitable  to  haul  the  road  machine 
and  sell  them  as  soon  as  the  summer  work  is  done. 

^Vrt.  9. — To  see  if  the  town  \yill  yote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  an  agent  for  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors, 
agreeable  to  Sec.  6,  Chapter  109,  of  the  General  Laws. 

Art.  10. — To  see  if  the  town  \yill  yote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to   exceed   seyenty-fiye   dollars   to  defray  the 
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expenses  of  Decoration  day,  to  be  used  and  applied  under  the 
direction  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

Art.  II. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dol- 
lars to  build  a  lockup.

— To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  move  the 
bridge  near  Geo.  A.  Stone's  mill  south  twenty  feet. 

Art.  17. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  two  hundred  dollars  to  complete  the  grading  and 
fencing  of  the  new  cemeter\'  lot. 

Art.  18. — To  see  if  the  town  will  ^■()te  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dol- 
lars to  paint  the  outside  of  the  town  house.
